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Town council responds to 'difficult' CCG review 


BRIDPORT Town Council has issued their 
reply to the Dorset Clinical Commissioning 
Group’s (CCG) Clinical Services Review, 
which it said was “very difficult to respond to”. 

The consultation, which ended yesterday (Tues¬ 
day), asked for residents’ views on proposals for 
healthcare services in the county, outlining options 
for Dorset’s hospitals and bringing care closer to 
home. 

In its response, Bridport Town Council said it 
was “difficult for a layperson to understand some 
of the terminology” and “the impact of proposals 
was not always apparent in the questions”. 

It said: “The town council feels that the changes 
will adversely impact on rural areas and would 
question whether there would be an equality of 
provision across the county. 

“There was also no recognition of the changes 
under consideration to establish unitary authorities 
in Dorset, with a separate unitary proposed for 
rural Dorset. 

“If this does go ahead, then there would be a need 
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to retain and enhance services at Dorchester hos¬ 
pital to serve the rural Dorset unitary area.” 

The town council supports the intention to pro¬ 
vide services closer to people’s homes and the re¬ 
tention of Bridport Community Hospital, but issues 
were raised as to whether “back office” functions 
would be relocated from GP surgeries to the hos¬ 
pitals, which could impact on the provision of ser¬ 
vices at the hospital. 

It added: “The town council would not support 
any reduction in services delivered or beds pro¬ 
vided by Bridport Community Hospital. 

“The town council was concerned that the num¬ 
ber of beds to be retained in each community hos¬ 
pital did not appear to be specified. Without this 
information, it was difficult to comment on the pro¬ 
posals. 

“It was also concerned if care home beds were 
being proposed as an alternative to hospital com¬ 
munity beds.” 

Concerns were also raised regarding separate 
proposals for GP surgeries and mental health ser¬ 
vices were ongoing but not included in the consul¬ 
tation. 

The town council felt these issues should be fea¬ 
tured as part of this review. 

It said: “This consultation does not cover GP 
surgeries, which are set out in the Primary Care 
Commissioning strategy. 

“However, the proposed reduction from eight 
surgeries in West Dorset to three to five and the re¬ 
location of services into the community hospitals, 


will have a major impact on some GP practices and 
the hospitals. 

“The town council would not support any pro¬ 
posals that could result in the loss of GP surgeries 
locally and it is concerned that the GP proposals 
are not included within this consultation.” 

Councillors also questioned the CCG’s estimated 
travelling times, which suggested that 64 per cent 
of patients could reach Bournemouth General Hos¬ 
pital on public transport in an hour. 

It added: “Transport is a key issue for Bridport 
and for all types of appointment the difficulty of 
travelling to the east of the county was raised by a 
number of people. 

“Public transport in this area is poor and forecast 
to get worse, as the county council’s subsidies are 
reduced. 

“It is not considered that the level of rural trans¬ 
port provision has been fully assessed as part of 
this review. 

“The time taken by ambulance waiting at the hos¬ 
pital needs to be considered and, whilst they are 
waiting and travelling to Bournemouth, they would 
not be available to re- 


Dorchester would be preferable to moving all the 
services to the east of the county. 

“The town council would wish to see consultant

Before she moved to Dorset she lived 
abroad in Holland, France, Italy and Spain, 
but prior to that she lived in London for 
nine years, working at The Daily Telegraph 
on Fleet Street, then as a PA to stockbrokers 
in London for five years. 

Suzanne was a successful rep in London 
working for L'Oreal and was head-hunted 
by other companies. She also worked on 
cruise liners, once in a shop and the other 
as the fitness director. 

Before moving to Bridport she lived in 
Christchurch and her son and two grand¬ 
children currently live in Bournemouth. 

Suzanne qualified as a fitness instructor in 
2003 as a YMCA Exercise to Music instructor 
and Extend, which is for ages 60 and above 
or for younger people with mobility prob¬ 
lems. 

She has lived in Bridport since 2006. 


• WHAT encouraged you 
to start a career in fitness? 

I JUST love fitness and have exercised all my life. 
I played netball at school and also loved running. 
I started exercising in a gym in the basement of 
a tall office block in the Barbican in London. 

The owner at the time inspired me and showed 
me how to exercise and use equipment safely 
and this practice I have carried on through my ex¬ 
ercise routine and incorporated into my classes. 

• WHAT classes do you offer? 

I HAVE a fitness class 'Exercise to Music' in Brid¬ 
port Wl Hall, North Street, on Monday at 5.45pm, 
a chair based class onTuesdays at 10.15am in the 
West Bay Wl Hall in George Street - but it is not 
all sitting down unless you need to, as I offer 
adaptations. 

I also have an Exercise to Music class on Fridays 
in West Bay Wl Hall at 3pm. 

Wednesday mornings I hold chair based exer¬ 
cises at Martinstown Village Hall from 11.15am, 
as well as an Exercise to Music class at the village 
hall on Fridays at 10am. 

I use mats, weights, dyna bands and poles. For 



chair based exercises I also use plates, balls, ba¬ 
tons and sometimes a parachute. 

I am also available for personal sessions and ad¬ 
vice at home. 
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• DO YOU offer classes for people that 
are unable to come to the sessions? 

I DO exercises in residential homes and also for 
people with dementia. 

I have exercised people with Parkinson's, MS, 
who have suffered from strokes and other con¬ 
ditions. I use exercise equipment and we have 
great fun! 

I worked in a hospital in Yeovil for five years, 
going in twice a week. The hospital assessed 
people with mental health issues, such as panic 
attacks, dementia and other problems. I incorpo¬ 
rated my equipment and it was lots of fun. 

• ARE you a part of any local 
groups or organisations? 

I AM not part of any organisation here but when 
I lived in Christchurch I formed an action group 
to stop development on the local school playing 
fields, which I could not have done without the 
help of parents and children. 

After two public enquiries we won and the de¬ 
velopers lost their deposit. 

I was then invited to join the local parish coun¬ 
cil and became vice chair and stayed for five 
years. 

• WHAT do you like most about your job? 

I LOVE exercise as it has helped me through a lot 
of down times in my life and makes me feel so 
well. 

Keeping fit is so important for everybody, 
young and old. 

It offers strength, flexibility, a range of move¬ 
ments, cardio and lots of fun. 

Also with people leading such busy lives, the 
time to exercise is your time and feeling fit and 
well enables you to do all the busy tasks so much 
easier. 

I just love my work and seeing the improve¬ 
ment my classes give to people is my reward.

Council changes called into question 


THE necessity of changing the 
structure of internal local govern¬ 
ment has been questioned as plans 
to revert West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil to a committee system are under 
way. 

West Dorset district councillor 
Peter Barrowcliff updated members 
of Beaminster Town Council on 
changes from a cabinet system, fol¬ 
lowing a petition and referendum 
last year headed by Public First 

He said: "You will recall there was 
a petition and a referendum last 
year and as a result of that decision, 
we have resolved and agreed to 
move from an executive structure 
to a strategy committee structure. 

"On one level it may seem quite 
simple and straightforward to do, 
but actually the detail of that is 
quite significant, it does involve a 
lot of redrafting and rewriting of the 
constitution of the council, which 
will amount to several hundred 
pages. 

"So the work on that has be going 
on for several months and we plan 
to bring it to full council for the 
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March meeting for a decision and 
subsequent implementation of 
that. 

"It has been a large piece of work 
that has been going on and as a re¬ 
sult of the referendum, we are 
under obligation to put in place to 
start in May this year." 

Public First campaigned to revert 
West Dorset District Council to a 
committee style of governance, 
rather that the cabinet style they 
currently use. 

They gained more than 6,000 sig¬ 
natures, which triggered a referen¬ 
dum last May, at the cost of £95,000, 
which resulted in favour of the 
change. 

Cllr Chris Turner, chairman of 
Beaminster Town Council, felt that 
the all the workand officers'timeon 
implementing these changes was 
"unfortunate" as, if the proposal for 
two new unitary authorities to 
cover Dorset goes forward - elimi¬ 


nating the two tier system of West 
Dorset District Council and Dorset 
County Council, it would be re¬ 
placed. 

The proposal to combine West 
Dorset District Council, Weymouth 
& Portland Borough Council, North 
Dorset District Council, East Dorset 
District Council and Purbeck District 
Council as one unitary authority, 
and the rest of the county another, 
has been approved by six of 
Dorset's nine councils following a 
public consultation. 

A report and evidence setting out 
the proposals to replace the nine 
councils with these authorities has 
been sent to Sajid Javid, Secretary 
of state for Communities and Local 
Government to either agree or 
refuse the changes. 

ClIrTurner said:"It seems unfortu¬ 
nate in a way that because of the 
current events and the combined 
councils around Dorset, the referen¬ 
dum that went the way it did and 
possible unitary organisation, that 
officer time is having to be spent on 
all these things. 

"It does seem unfortunate that 


you will have to spend time on this 
activity, some of which will be su¬ 
perseded possibly by local govern¬ 
ment reorganisation." 

However, Cllr Barrowcliff insisted it 
was necessary as it was the demo¬ 
cratic process and it was still not 
certain that the two unitary author¬ 
ities will go ahead. 

He added: "It is necessary as a re¬ 
sult of the referendum for us to do 
that work and do it we will, but it 
does consume a lot of officer time, 
but that is a resource we have to 
spend and that is not a problem, 
but it does mean that we have to 
balance our workload and officers 
have to find the time. 

"The alternative is to contract it 
out at a greater expense to an out¬ 
side council which we wouldn't 
want to do. 

"But it is not work wasted, it is 
something we have to do, it will be 
in place for the next two years at 
least assuming we have the reor¬ 
ganisation of local government, of 
course we may not have that in 
which case that new constitution 
will carry on."

led maternity services retained at 
Dorchester and it opposes the loss of 
overnight paediatric services at the 
hospital. 

“The NHS is valued by the commu¬ 
nity and, whilst it is recognised that 
the NHS is facing pressures, the town 
council does not feel that the docu¬ 
ment has clearly set out the case for 


change. 

“There needs to be an opportunity 
for the public to comment on the GP 
surgery changes, which are not part 
of this consultation. 

“For rural West Dorset, there needs 
to be more re-assurance about local 
service provision, travel times, emer¬ 
gency blue light coverage and inte¬ 
gration with other services.”

Kristy to trek Great Wall of 
China for dad 

LOCAL fundraiser Kristy Stordy will be pledging her 
support for Alzheimer’s Society once again, taking 
her efforts one step further. 

She will be trekking the Great Wall of China for 10 
days, with around 25 other people, and will be walk¬ 
ing around seven to eight hours most days. 

She will fly out to Beijing on October 22nd and will 
receive a full briefing and spend one of the nights in 
a local farmer’s house to experience the culture. 

The charity is one that is very close to her heart as 
her father, Jon Lee, was diagnosed with vascular de¬ 
mentia in early 2011. 

She said: “This will be a very big challenge but for 
my dad and the Alzheimer’s Society I will be giving 
it my everything. 

“I have already started training and will be stepping 
that up with a full 16 weeks of intense training, 
specifically for the walk. 

“I wanted to take part in this challenge to raise vital 
funds to help transform the lives of those who have 
dementia. 

“Dementia is caused by diseases of the brain and 
can affect anyone, which I have seen first hand with 
my dad. 

“There are currently more than 850,000 people with 
dementia in the UK and this figure will rise to one 
million by 2025.” 

Last year, Kristy - along with dozens of family and 
friends - took part in a Memory Walk and raised 
around £5,000 for Alzheimer’s Society. 

She added: “We raised a lot of money last year by 
taking part in our own independent Memory Walk 
and that was a day I will never forget and it was made 
so very special by so many friends and family joining 
us on the day. 

“I want to do everything I possibly can to help fund 
the research into finding a cure for such a cruel dis¬ 
ease. 

“When I look at my dad, who is still fighting his

NHS questionnaire 'farce' 


■ ASKING an independent firm of 
consultants to design a consultation 
paper and questionnaire who evi¬ 
dently have little on-the-ground ex¬ 
perience of how patients access 
medical services in Dorset is singu¬ 
larly unhelpful. 

For the NHS to 'sign off' such a 
paper and agree to a £3 million fee 
leaves one gasping for air. I may 
need immediate medical treatment. 

If I could not afford to pay for pri¬ 
vate transport and WDDC is about to 
withdraw subsidies for all but seven 
of the regular bus services, then I 
should have either to seek help from 
a friend who is not earning a living, 
or call 111 for an ambulance. 

Should a number of individuals call 
this number the same morning from 
several parts of Dorset, the fleet of 
ambulance vehicles needs to be in¬ 
creased. 

However, the 'golden hour' in 
which to access transport is likely to 
have run out before I received urgent 
treatment: additional medical com¬ 
plications could ensue. 

The only way to provide access to 
expeditious medical treatment and 
care is going to be major improve¬ 
ment to Dorset's road infrastructure. 
That would involve far greater ex¬ 
penditure than would be saved on 
NHS budget in 20 years under the 
present proposals for Dorset. 

The paper sets out multiple choice 
questions to which an answer can 


only be given by describing in the 
narrative boxes on the questionnaire 
why the question does not allow for 
an informed reply to be stated. 

Opinion Research Services are un¬ 
likely to analyse all the narrative sub¬ 
mitted by patients in Dorset. The 
NHS are unlikely to devote another 
£1 million to reading the responses 
and analysis, yet they should do so. 

This farce should be brought home 
to parliament through MPs by resi¬ 
dents in this county who deserve ac¬ 
cess to the free medical treatment 
and care to which all in Britain are 
entitled under the original NHS 
prospectus. Preserve our medical 
centres and hospitals.

Access and flood still major obstacles to Vearse Farm 'fantasy' 


■ ONE day a ‘planner’ glanced 
at a map of Bridport, noticed a 
large empty space between the 
Town Centre and the A35 and 
decided it was a good place to 
build some of the hundreds of 
houses central government has 
ordered. 

Subsequently a land manage¬ 
ment company saw an opportu¬ 
nity to profitably develop the 
site - and so the ‘Vearse Farm 
Fantasy’ was born, even though 
a major UK builder, Taylor 
Wimpey, rejected the site as not 
viable. 

The location was chosen de¬ 
spite the shortcomings later al¬ 
luded to in 95 letters submitted 
to WDDC. The target date for 
the application was to be Jan¬ 
uary 13th 2016, but a year later 
it’s still in limbo. 

Three Agencies lodged hold¬ 
ing objections and one an out¬ 
right objection. 

Clearly there are major obsta¬ 
cles to development of the site; 
the principal ones being access 
and flood risk. 

It is just possible that the flood 
risk can be countered by expen¬ 
sive engineering works; perhaps 
the children of Skilling won’t 
mind walking an extra half mile 
to school; maybe the allotment 
keepers will learn to cultivate 
rice on the flooded land kindly 


gifted by the developer and 
doubtless the endangered 
dormice won’t mind being 
trapped (humanely of course) 
and relocated. But how can the 
problem of access along the 
B3162 West Allington/ Road 
ever be legitimately resolved? 

As the Dorset County Council 
Highway Authority pointed out 
the proposal is not in accord 
with the Focal Plan, in particu¬ 
lar, BRID 1 (page 182). 

Clearly pedestrian and cycle 
access from the site onto West 
Allington/Road have been com¬ 
pletely disregarded by the fanta¬ 
sists behind this scheme - they 
can’t have read “Creating a Safe 
and Efficient Transport Net¬ 
work” (Focal Plan pages 
124/5). 

The B3162 barely copes with 
existing traffic at busy times; 
will it be able to accommodate 
the additional 557 vehicles per 
hour predicted by the developer? 

The pavements are very nar¬ 
row with no room for cycleways 
but planners and developers are 
obliged to promote sustainable 
modes of travel to and from 
major new developments - and 
this is where the proposal falls 
down. 

It is not a safe route. The prox¬ 
imity of pedestrians to passing 
vehicles means that many have 


to endure an intimidating and 
fume-shrouded walk along the 
route, pedestrians often have to 
step into the road to pass each 
other and some cyclists prefer to 
use the pavements rather than 
risk the dangers of the main car¬ 
riageway. 

On at least two occasions 
pedestrians have been struck by 
the wing mirror of a passing ve¬ 
hicle. A more serious collision 
with a pedestrian resulted in a 
prosecution. 


■ LESS than a year ago Dorset 
County Council cut all funding 
to Youth Clubs in the County 
to save £1 million. 

Many youth workers were 
made redundant and all the 
vital work within youths clubs 
is now carried out by volun¬ 
tary organisations supported 
by town and parish councils, 
local people and businesses. 

The properties have either 
been turned over to new char¬ 
itable organisations who have 
to bear the full running and 
maintenance costs or, as in 
Beaminster, the youth club is 
being asked to pay rent to the 
county council. 

Now the county council plan 


Focal authorities have a re¬ 
sponsibility to ensure the safety 
of their citizens and not to bring 
about situations that could en¬ 
danger them. They also have a 
duty to safeguard public funds. 

It could be argued that by 
granting this application the 
planning authority may find 
claims of entrapment, and con¬ 
sequent financial loss, difficult 
to counter. 


to spend £1.5 million on an¬ 
other refurbishment of County 
Hall on top of the cost of re¬ 
cent refurbishments that have 
resulted in vast new open plan 
offices complete with new fur¬ 
niture. 

The position is made worse 
by the fact that no one yet 
knows the outcome of local 
government reorganisation in 
Dorset nor where the new HQ 
will be. 

I ask every Dorset taxpayer 
to write to their County Coun¬ 
cillor and say this expenditure 
must not take place at this 
time.

in and around Frome Valley.

Former chair Nigel Collins 
said: “The success of the festival 
means that an even larger site is 
needed for 2017 and we believe 
that Kingston Maurward pro¬ 
vides an ideal location. 

“We share the same ethos of 
promoting locally produced 
food, drink and goods and the 


additional space and improved 
accessibility they can provide 
for visitors means this is an ex¬ 
citing development for this truly 
unique Dorset event.” 

The festival could not go 
ahead with the support of 
Moore’s , which are based in 
Bridport, and make thousands of 
Dorset Knobs for the event and 
do not and will not make them 
for any other event either locally 
or nationally. 

Moore’s have been making 
this famous baked knob since 
1880 in Dorset, which years ago 
was dipped in cider or tea but 
now is best eaten with Dorset 
Blue Vinney cheese.

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Patients urged to join 
consultation amid fears 
over ambulance journeys 


A LOCAL NHS patients'forum has 
claimed that problems with the 
ambulance service will undermine 
proposals to move some services 
to Bournemouth and Poole. 

The Weymouth & Portland 
Health Network says it believes 
the South Western Ambulance 
Service "is not currently capable of 
undertaking more and longer 
journeys as the Clinical Service Re¬ 
view advocates." 

In a letter to Tim Goodson, Chief 
Officer of Dorset Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, they say:"Members 
are most concerned that SWAST 
clearly has difficulty in meeting 
their current workload, having 
missed many targets and with re¬ 
ports of taking up to an hour to at¬ 
tend. The CCG plans envisage 
more patients being treated in 
Bournemouth, Poole and Yeovil, 
instead of at Dorchester. We do 
not believe such initiatives can be 
safely carried out, unless consider¬ 
able extra resources are put into 
the ambulance service." 

The Weymouth & Portland 
Health Network is the Dorset 
CCG's independent patients'panel 
for the borough, comprising NHS 
patients and representatives from 
most of the doctors' surgeries in 
the borough. Michel Hooper-lm- 


mins is the independent Chairman 
and also a Public Governor of 
Dorset County Hospital. 

"The committee is much op¬ 
posed to the closure of beds at 
Westhaven and Portland Hospi¬ 
tals," said Mr Hooper-lmmins. 

"These 50 beds, which we under¬ 
stand are 98 per cent fully occu¬ 
pied throughout the year, are 
proposed to be replaced by only 
40 beds at Weymouth Community 
Hospital. In fact, Weymouth & 
Portland needs more community 
beds, not less. We are sceptical 
that the shortfall in local commu¬ 
nity beds can be covered by send¬ 
ing patients to nursing homes. 

"The committee is pleased that 
Dorset County Hospital will con¬ 
tinue much as now, although an 
unspecified number of patients 
will be sent to Bournemouth or 
Poole. 

"We understand this may be the 
low volume, high risk services. The 
committee recognises that many 
patients say how much they value 
their local hospital at Dorchester 
and do not want to be sent to the 
east. In serious cases this may be 
unavoidable, but members do not 
wish to see a slow movement of 
services out of Dorchester to 
Bournemouth or Poole."

Walking football has increased in popu¬ 
larity over the last four years; you may 
have seen an advert for a well-known 
high street bank that first recognised its 
potential. 

Played all over the UK it gives those 
over the age of 50 a chance to keep fit 


with like-minded people. 

A walking football group was set up at 
Beaminster School two years ago, where 
numbers have grown from eight to around 
20 playing regularly between 6pm and 
7pm. 

They consist of former players who, 
mainly through age, can no longer play 
competitively, but include others either re¬ 
covering from an injury or have a prob¬ 
lem which restricts them, or indeed 
people, both men and women, keen to try 
something new. 

It is very social and inclusive and there 
is great camaraderie among the group. 

Now due to its success, the original or¬ 
ganiser Ryan Sweetman is looking to ex¬ 
pand, and with the help of two of the 


members, Kenny Bodycombe and Paul 
Evans, a second session has started at The 
Sir John Colfox Academy 3G pitch on 
Thursday evenings between 6pm and 
7pm. Each session costs £5. 

So if you are a former player looking to 
roll back the years at a more genteel 
speed, whatever standard, or looking for 
something new, go along; it’s guaranteed 
that whatever your standard, you will 
enjoy it.

Cognitive ability: People with dementia 
may experience confusion in environ¬ 
ments which are unfamiliar to them. 
They may have difficulty orientating in 
time and place, for example, getting up 
in the middle of the night to go to work, 
despite being retired. Their ability to 
focus on specific tasks may be affected, 
concentration may be difficult to sustain. 
These symptoms may be noticed in ac¬ 
tivities such as shopping, where there 
maybe confusion over goods and pay¬ 
ment. Their ability to reason may also be 
affected. For many people with dementia 
they get a sense of restlessness and pre¬ 
fer to keep moving than sitting still. 
Communication: Problems with com¬ 
municating may be noticed. People with 
dementia may repeat themselves often 
or have difficulty finding the right words. 
Reading and writing may become chal¬ 
lenging for a person with dementia. They 
may experience changes in personality 
and behaviour, mood swings, anxiety and 
depression. As a result, people with de¬ 
mentia may lose interest in engaging 
with others socially. Often following and 
engaging in conversation can be difficult 
and tiring and so a formerly outgoing 
person may become quieter and more 
introverted. Self-confidence will be af¬ 
fected. 


Dementia can be a combination of one or 
all of the above symptoms, which have 
been occurring for a period of time and 
are progressively getting worse. In famil¬ 
iar places it is easier to hide some of the 
difficulties experienced by people with 
dementia; plus the symptoms can be 
seen gradually over time and are initially 
easily explained away.

The charity is launching its ‘Say YES to wildlife’, 
campaign to encourage new supporters to help the 
trust continue its conservation work protecting 
wildlife in Dorset. 

The campaign follows the State of Nature report 
which was published in September 2016, revealing 
that half of the UK’s native species are in decline, 
with 15 per cent facing extinction. 

DWT Director of Marketing and Fundraising, 
Alastair Cook, said: “The uncertainty of how na¬ 
ture and the environment will fare under Brexit and 
the ever-changing economic climate means that our 
only guaranteed income comes from the generosity 
of our fabulous supporters. 

“It is now more important than ever that we con¬ 
tinue, and in some areas, step up our conservation 
work, to help turn around the fortunes for wildlife 
locally. To do this we need to further increase our 
support from local people.” 

Regular donations from supporters of DWT have 
enabled DWT to carry out conservation work on 
its 44 nature reserves in Dorset, where wildlife is 
already benefitting. 

Amongst the successes attributed to the trust’s 
work are the numbers of the endangered marsh frit¬ 
illary butterfly which have increased on Power- 
stock Common nature reserve. 

There had been concerns about a fall in their 
numbers the year before. DWT has now found they 
had spread into another area at the nearby King- 
combe Meadows nature reserve, where breeding 
has not occurred for some years. 

Alastair continues, “We already know that many 
people in Dorset appreciate wildlife, and we often 
hear stories about their wildlife encounters, such 
as seeing a hedgehog in their garden. But we need 
everyone to turn their love for wildlife into action, 
and help make a meaningful difference to wildlife 
in Dorset”.

A DORSET NHS Trust is offering help and support 
for people who find themselves depressed at this 
time of year. 

People living across the county are being re¬ 
minded about the importance of seeking help and 
support if they feel down or depressed, at what is 
known to be one of the 
most challenging times 
of the year for our men¬ 
tal health. 

The message comes 
from Meherzin Das, 
Professional Lead for 
Psychology and Psy¬ 
chological Therapies at 
Dorset Healthcare, who 
is urging people to 
focus on keeping busy 
and doing things to im¬ 
prove their mood. 

Meherzin said: “Many 
people struggle with de¬ 
pression all year round, 
but for some it can in¬ 
tensify at this time of 
year. 

“It can be a time of 
stress and worry which 
can trigger symptoms. 

“Christmas debt, re¬ 
turning to work and 
dealing with the after- 
math of family argu¬ 
ments can all be 
contributing factors, 
causing negative 
thoughts and feelings. 

“Add to this the typi¬ 
cal decrease in leisure 
activities and spending 
less time with friends 


and it isn’t surprising that people can find them¬ 
selves in a position of having more time to think 
about their worries, and not being able to do the 
things that would normally improve their mood.” 

Dorset Healthcare receives over 12,000 referrals 
a year for psychological therapies to help people 
suffering with anxiety or depression. 

They are supported either through our confiden¬ 
tial Steps2Wellbeing service - www.steps2well 
being.co.uk - or through Community Mental 
Health Teams. 

Dr Rachael Tanner, Clinical Psychology Lead for 
Dorset Healthcare in North Dorset said: “Reduc¬ 
ing our activity levels is a big contributing factor 
in depression. When we stop doing things we 
enjoy, we miss out on positive experiences and 
pleasant feelings. 

“By setting small, manageable tasks such as 
going for a five-minute walk, reading, or simply 
carrying out a hobby for a short period of time 
means we are less likely to feel overwhelmed. This 
leaves us feeling more hopeful and motivated, re¬ 
ducing the symptoms of depression.”

THE FUTURE OF ST MICHAEL'S 


PLANS FOR the development and regeneration 
of St Michael's Trading Estate and South West 
Quadrant were presented to the public in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Residents were able to view the proposals - 
which include 95 homes, reduced from 105 in 
their 2012 application - at a consultation event in 
Mountfield. 

The mixed use development project, proposed 
by Hayward & Co, who have owned and man¬ 
aged the site for 49 years, sets out plans for a mix 
of residential and commercial units. 

Clive Hayward and colleague Martin Ridley were 
on hand to talk to members of the public and re¬ 
ceived feedback and found that most were sup¬ 
portive of the project. 

Mr Ridley said:"Bridport has got its own unique 
character, but we have always felt that the gen¬ 
eral community may not be that concerned, but 
actually what I think it showed was that there is 
some real interest in what is going to happen 
here, other than those who we deal with on a 
day-to-day basis. 

"They wanted to know, they wanted to listen 
and wanted to find out. 

"The objective of doing the consultation and 
engagement process wasn't about gaining sup¬ 
port, it would be nice if everybody who turned up 
wrote a very supportive letter to West Dorset [Dis¬ 
trict Council] and planners when it goes up on the 
website, but it is more about giving people the 
information they need to be able to reach some 
conclusion about it." 

As well as plans for a number of homes, propos¬ 
als for the Stover building - which previously 
housed the Trick Factory indoor skate park - in¬ 
volves demolishing it and constructing a new 
building on the same footprint with commercial 
use on the ground floor and three storeys of 
housing above. 

There are still plans to keep the Cattle Market - 
which is currently a car park - as an open space 
with landscaping for dual use as a car park and 
also regular market events. 

In relation to the artists being able to stay on the 
site and whether affordable housing will be de¬ 
livered, Mr Ridley added: "Most of the artists are 
in the Tower Building on the first and second 
floors but these are the buildings that will remain. 

"The issue for us for these buildings is that this 
is an opportunity to refurbish them and do the 
other bit of the development which is the regen¬ 
eration. 

"In this new scheme, the number [of homes] 
goes down to 95, so what happens in terms of af¬ 
fordable housing is that reduces in proportion of 
the number of homes on offer. 

"The second issue is that there are a number of 


things that impact on the viability of the scheme, 
affordable housing being one of them, because 
affordable housing for us is a cost because we 
don't get so much income from affordable. 

"What we have got to decide is what is the right 
level of affordable housing that will make it 
worthwhile for the community but also make it 
viable. 

"We have to be driven by the number of houses 
and what is required of the policy but also the vi¬ 
ability of the scheme." 

However, the plans stated: "As Bridport 
evolves... some of the less social 'heavier' indus¬ 
tries are becoming less appropriate to central lo¬ 
cations. 

"Thus St Michael's is no longer a suitable base 
for sewage or transport operations, but the vast 
majority of businesses, including trading and re¬ 
pairs to various forms of furniture and collecta¬ 
bles, artists' studios and craft workshops on the 
estate are highly appropriate for mixed use devel¬ 
opment." 

Mr Ridley is encouraging the public to come to¬ 
gether to get behind the plans. 

He said: "I think what is really important from my 
point of view is that people appreciate the oppor¬ 
tunity to do something quite special here and to 
bring it up to standard, it might not be a once in 
a lifetime opportunity but it doesn't come along 
very often, it is an opportunity to do something 
that is required. 

"I don't think anybody disputes the fact that 
something needs to be done, but the issue is 
what and how it is going to be done. 

"The second thing is for people to try and get 
behind it, they aren't going to accept everything 
that is in there, but the best thing they could do 
is get behind it and work together to achieve it." 

The next opportunity for the public to view the 
outlines plans is on Monday 6th March at the 
Bridport Council offices - see advert on page 5. 
Visitors will be able to take a look at the plans on 
the display boards and via a powerpoint presen¬ 
tation, which is being run on theTV screen.There 
will also be handouts to take away, which are 
generally a response to some of the more mis¬ 
leading statements that have been made about 
the scheme. 

Mr Ridley added,"Next year will be the 50th an¬ 
niversary of the Hayward Family's ownership. We 
took over a collection of dilapidated and run 
down collection of buildings that ironically the 
previous owners wished to replace with a hous¬ 
ing estate. We were able to find a better use for St 
Michael's then and now we are seeking to take 
the estate forward - and to be trusted to care for 
its future for a further 50 years. So we welcome 
you with an open mind but an inquiring nature!"

A HUGE water-covered pothole put 
paid to local rallying duo Rex Ireland 
and Adrian Scadding's chances in the 
recent Red Kite Rally held in Llan¬ 
dovery, Carmarthenshire on the edge 
of the Brecon Beacon National Park. 

Competing in their first event of the 
new season driver Ireland from 
Axminster, and his co-driver Scadding 
from Bridport, had already had to 
cope with a puncture that had slowed 
them down on stage three Route 60, 
before the incident on stage five 
Crychan 2, which was terminal. 

Good runs on stage one (Halfway) 
and 2 (Crychan 1) saw them well 
placed 12th, but going round the first 
bend on stage three, they knocked the 
tyre off the rim of the rear offside 
wheel.
